Two Republicans were suggest­ 
ed as appointees to the Middle­ 
town Township Board of Super­ 
visors in petitions presented to 
Bucks County Court of Quarter 
Sessions this morning.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy announced today he is 
sending 200 more federal 
marshals to Montgomery, 
Ala., because of the racial 
violence there. 


He said the additional marshals 
are being sent because the situa­ 
tion is “obviously not satisfac- 
factory." 
The attorney general told a 
news conference there are about 
500 marshals in Alabama now. He 
said there will be 600 there by 
tonight and another IOO will be 
sent tomorrow. 
Kennedy also announced there 
will be a number of federal pros­ 
ecutions in Alabama today. 
He said there is evidence of 
violations of federal law and “a 
number of people are involved." 
“We will be taking some action 
today," he said firmly. But he 
declined to give details. 
The attorney general said he 
had no plans to recommend that 
federal troops be sent to Alabama 
at this time. 
The attorney general worked at 
the Justice Department until 3 
a.m. EDT, hurried home for a 
few hours sleep, and was up again 
before 9 a.m. He telephoned 
President Kennedy at 8 a.m. 
EDT to give him a complete re­ 
port on developments. 
Concerned Over Situation 
During the night Robert Ken­ 
nedy kept in close touch with Jus­ 
tice Department officials, includ­ 
ing his deputy, Byron White, who 
are in Montgomery. He was re­ 
ported “very concerned" about 
the safety of the hundreds of per­ 
sons inside a church at Montgom­ 
ery who were besieged by an anti­ 
integration mob. 
He also was in contact with the 
Rev. Martin Luther King, Negro 
leader inside the church. 
By the time the weary-looking 
attorney general returned to his 
office at 10:15 a.m. EDT, all Die 
1,500 Negroes in the church had 
been escorted home.

He 
was flying alone in the two-seat­ 
ed Cessna 150 plane. 
Got Caught In Draft 
Leidy, a business administration 
teacher at Rider College, Trenton, 
told police he “apparently got 
caught in a down draft of air 
currents" while approaching the 
airport in Falls Township. 
He said his approach was norm­ 
al until he got just above some 
trees near the runway, when he 
began to “sink fast." A spectator, 
Bruce Toter, 22, of 106 Beacon 
Ave., Trenton, said the plane 
struck the tops of several trees, 
“then did a straight nosedive 50 
feet to the ground." 
The plane came to rest on its 
nose, some 20 feet from busy West 
Trenton Drive, near Lincoln Point 
on the old Lincoln Highway. 
Feels Lucky 
As spectators moved toward the 
crash scene and some Sunday 
motorists stopped their cars and 
went to rescue the pilot, Leidy, 
father of three children, climbed 
from the wreckage.

Guardsmen held most of about 
1,500 Negro participants in the 
anti-segregation rally inside the 
old brick church until early this 
morning in protective custody. 


Troops Provide Escort 
Shortly before dawn, troops be­ 
gan escorting them home in small 
groups. The guardsmen marched 
with 
fixed bayonets and with 
rifles at the ready. Mobile patrols 
also were out. No incidents were 
reported. 


During 
the 
Sunday 
evening 
rally, tear gas flooded into the 
church and set off a brief panic 
At one point the Negroes could 
be heard singing “Love Lifted 
Me” over the shouts of whites 
who gathered in a park across 
the street. 


The white 
also jeered the fed 
erat marshals, who came in all 
sorts of civilian garb with yellow 
armbands as their only badge of 
office. “If you’re white, get with 
us,” some shouted at the U.S. of 
firers. 


While I was telephoning in a 
story of the riot, somebody hurled 
a rock through the glass side of 
the telephone booth. I was also 
hit in the back with a soft drink 
bottle. It caused only a small 
bruise. But most of us outside 
the church caught a lot of tear 
gas—so much we had difficulty 
seeing and speaking. 


Officials of the guard, local po­ 
lice and the U.S. Department of 
Justice refused to comment on 
next moves in the tense city. Dur 
ing the night it appeared normal 
except at the church itself and 
at the bus station, scene of Sat 
urday’s riot where U.S. marshals 
still stood guard to protect inter­ 
state passengers. 


Sunday 
night’s 
riot 
erupted 
after the Freedom Riders arrived 
to attend the rally which the Rev. 
Dr. King was addressing. A crowd 
of whites gathered in a park 
across the street. One group of 
youths overturned 3 U.S. mar 
shal’s car and set it on fire and 
the riot had begun.

Sees Hope 


In Meeting 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi 
dent Kennedy told a group of So­ 
viet journalists today there is a 
possibility of “better understand­ 
ing” resulting from his Vienna 
meeting with Russian Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


“I am hopefully looking forward 
to my meeting with Chairman 
Khrushchev in Vienna,’ ’the Pres­ 
ident told the Russian group, ac­ 
cording to a White House memo­ 
randum issued after the confer­ 
ence. 


“From this meeting there is the 
possibility of attaining a better 
understanding between myself and 
Chairman Khrushchev and also a 
better understanding between the 
two countries. 


“We have come through diffi 
cult times and this in itself stress­ 
es the necessity of closer com­ 
munications between leaders of 
great powers and between their 
peoples. 


“In this area there is a lot to 
be done yet.” 
Kennedy and Khrushchev will 
meet June 3-4. 


The group of 12 Soviet journal­ 
ists have been touring this coun­ 
try in an exchange visit arrange­ 
ment with the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors (ASNE). 


Kennedy met with the Russians 
shortly after he returned to the 
White House to cope with the lat­ 
est developments in the racial 
conflict in Alabama. 


DuPont Must

MIAMI (UPI) - Ten Cubans 
captured in the Bay of Pigs in­ 
vasion prepared to fly to Wash­ 
ington 
today 
for 
negotiations 
aimed at ransoming 1,200 of their 
colleagues from Fidel Castro for 
500 tractors and bulldozers. 
Money already was pouring in 
to the Cuban Revolutionary Coun­ 
cil here. 
Francis Cardinal Spellman of 
New York sent $5,000. Former 
U.S. Ambassador to Peru and 
Brazil William Pawley contributed 
$25,000. 
The Miami National Bank gave 
$1,000, put up another $25,000 loan 
and asked the 14,000 member 
banks of the American Banking 
Institution to put up $1,000 each. 
Dr. Jose Miro Cardona, presi­ 
dent of the revolutionary council, 
estimated $20 million would be 
needed to fulfill Castro’s demand 
for 500 tractors and bulldozers, in 
good condition and with spare 
parts. 
Castro sent the IO Cuban pris­ 
oners to the United States Satur­ 
day. He gave them 72 hours to 
get the negotiations started or re­ 
turn to their Cuban prison, and 
one week beyond that to complete 
the negotiations and then return 
to Cuba. 
A spokesman for United Auto 
Workers President Walter Reuth- 
er said in Detroit that Reuther, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and Dr. 
Milton Eisenhower would meet 
with the IO prisoners in Washing­ 
ton today. 
The U.S. government adopted a 
hands-off 
attitude. 
But 
the 
Reuther groups said it would 
launch a fund-raising program to 
buy the 500 tractors. It planned 
to form anational committee to 
raise the money through volun­ 
tary contributions.

Floyd Mann had telephoned White 
in Montgomery asking that all re­ 
serves of U.S. marshals be sent 
to the church where the new riots 
occurred. White told Mann that 
“we’ve committed all we have. 
They are at your disposal.”

Mann’s appeal apparently was 
the first time an Alabama official 
had sought federal aid. Gov. Pat­ 
terson has asked that the mar­ 
shals be withdrawn. 
The attorney general climaxed 
his day Sunday by calling for a 
return to reason” to stop the 
racial violence. 
Justice 
Department 
officials 
said the attorney general talked 
with Patterson just before t h e 
governor declared martial law to 
Montgomery. They said Patterson 
told Kennedy that no federal help 
was needed. 
The attorney general later sent

Mann thanking him for his help 
in bringing Sunday night’s riot un­ 
der control and offering him “all 
cooperation.” He said Mann liad 
shown “great vigor and skill/’ 
Kennedy told reporters that the 
400 U. S. marshals ordered to the 
state Saturday had no instructions 
other than “to maintain 
peace 
and control violence and disorder.” 
Fears More Mob Action 
The cabinet member, in his ap­ 
peal for “a return to reason,” 
anticipated 
“the possibility 
of 
more mob action.” He directed 
his appeal to both the citizens of 
the state and “all travelers in 
Alabama,” an obvious reference 
to the “Freedom Riders” attempt­ 
ing to end segregation practices. 
It hardly needs mentioning 
that another outbreak of lawless­ 
ness and violence will serve only 
to make an already bad situation 
worse,” Kennedy said. “Let us 
have a return to reason. 
“I urge all citizens of Alabama 
and all travelers in Alabama to 
consider their actions carefully 
and to refrain from doing any­ 
thing which will cause increased 
tension or provoke violence and 
result in further damage to our 
country.”
